•Jt ,is unfortunate that we have to go through 


several weeks of red tape in order to get the new 
high school building started. Its need is imper- 
ative.

CITY MANAGEMENT. 


'-. 'At a convention, ot city managers held two 
weeks ago at Cincinnati the question of municipal 
government from, a standpoint new and interest- 
ing was discussed. It was entirely devoid of pol- 
itics or o£ doing things in the city for the mere 
purpose of palliating some group of voters that 
might be a powerful influence at e. municipal 
election. 
One'of the cities represented was Tallahassee, 


Fla., the state capital. On February 20, 1920, it 
•went into the hands of a city manager, the people 
having adopted the commission form of govern- 
ment.' There was a floating debt of ?30,000 and 
the municipally owned utilities were running be- 
hind »1,500 a month. The city had been the prey 
pt local demagogues. In disgust at the refusal of 
the representatives of the people in-the govern- 
ment to carry out their wishes,: the citizens estab- 
lished the city manager plan. In the job as man- 
ager they placed a public utility operator of long 
experience. 
• 
' 
The result was at once apparent. 
"When the 


city manager came there wasn't a cent In the. 
treasury. Within a month the manager plan of 
Government had placed the -city on an earning 
basis/and has steadily srrown in financial value 
to the city until from .a deficit, .the utilities now 
have a net Income of ?30,000 ,a year, the debt is 
paid and taxes are down from 1G mills to 1.3 
mills 
Utility rates have not been increased. The 


city owns its water, electric light, power, and gas 
utilities. 
\ 


i In 1908 there was one city manager in the 
United States. In 1920 more than 200 cities have 
managers. It is a business, like running a rail- 
r'oad. But it has to" have 'hpnest conductors as 
well as honest managers, and devoted to the 
business in hand, to be successful. • 
' Tallahassee is one city only. Others have had 
Similar experiences. No city so far as can be 
iWrned that has a city manager would turn back 
to the old form of government.

In 190-1 there came to America a Russian 


l:'-.med Alexandrofsky, at the head of the World's 
Fair Commission. But he did not remain, for the 
Russian government, entering upon the war with 
Japan, made no exhibit. 
Alexandrofsky, a ma-n 


of commanding presence and'marked at once as 
a statesman and executive of ability, was, upon 
his return to Russia, placed in charge of the R'ed 
Cross funds for the war. He stole 30,000,000 
rubles. He was discovered, sent to the prison ot 
St. Peter and St. Paul. Then he was shot. That 
was the Russian way: 
\ 


While the Shipping Bo'ard was conducting a 


business that robbed the nation, while it was per- 
mitting rotten steel 
to go Into hulls cf ships, 


while it was cqnstructing wooden vessels, now 
decaying In our harbors, though built at a cost of 
several billions of dollars, those at home were 
working for the- government, saving on food, 
working' the farms to produce to their utmost 
capacity, buying Liberty Bonds. In that time the 
men in" charge of the great and important work 
oE making a merchant marine and providing 
ships for transportation of troops and munitions 
across the seas, were robbing the till. 


There have been no Alexandrofskys so far. No 


one has gone to prison, no one will be shot. In- 
stead, we may expect that at our club meetings 
ar.d elsewhere, we shall be told of the wonderful 
things accomplished, that the waste was merely 
the result of the high speed under which things 
were done, and that the salvage by the govern- 
ment, no matter how little, was more than -It 
' really ought to expect.

Henry the other day to a place in the American' 
Hall of Fame.

Patrick Henry stood for the right of a man to 


walk the earth free; to say and write what he 
pleased: to eat and drink what he pleased: to 
bear arms and defend himself. 
He held that a man's person and his home were 


his own and that he should not be arrested nor 
his home nor his belongings searched or seized 
without a warrant. 
He held that a man should pay ho unjust tribute 


to any power, governmental or .otherwise, and 
that it was the part- of manhood to fight any at- 
tempt to levy such tribute. 
"Give me liberty or give me death,"' meant 


something to Patrick Henry. 'The sentence has 
so long been parroted by schoolboys and .paro- 
died by humorists, it has so little in it of the 
spirit in which we now live, that to-us it is dead 
verbiage. 
It sounds empty and rhetorical and 


even a little absurd. But to Patrick Henry it was 
a literal and passionate statement or the way he, 
felt 
When he said it, we learn from an old 


chronicle, the chords of 'his neck swelled and 
stood out like ropes, his face Hushed, his .eyes 
burned, and the crash, of his voice shook the 
room 
The ir.en wlio had hesitated to risk what 


seemed a hopeless war were shamed and silent. 
The men who felt as he did were lifted to-their 
feet by a wave of feeling. 
The resolutions, that 


meant war with England were carried without a 
dissenting vote. 


- That was an age of orators—an age that needed 
orators. 
Newspapers do the work now. 
They 


form our principles and make our wars and our 
peaces. 
But-in those days newspapers did not 


amount to much. 
The words of men like Pat- 


rick Henry, spoken in small gatherings of intelli- 
gent, critical men, scattered by .word, of moutn, 
by letter, to some "extent by print, were the real 
medium of thought and feeling. A man like Pat- 
rick Henry who could speak with emotional ef- 
fect and yet with precision and sincerity was the 
the place alike of journalism and of literature in 
real mouthpiece of Colonial America. 
He took 


that pioneering, fighting, freedom-loving land of 
three million Anglo-Saxons. 


The land in which'we live is no more like 


than it is like China. We are dominated, not oy 
spoken words, but by printed ones. In fact we 
Se overwhelmed by. them. Thought and instinct 
alike are drowned in the turgid flood of sallow 
printed prattle for which our minds are little 
more than' conduits. 
No longer can a sincere 


man voice what thousands feel because they feel 
only what they are told to feel. 
The orator 
amor.g us has degenerated into the after-dinner 
speaker, spewing platitudes and old jokes, boring 
us? putUns us to sleep. . He is no more kin .to 
Patrick Henry than a parrot is to an easle. 
Patrick Henry, had to wait about a hundred 


vears for the approval o£ the best people as repre- 
sentedby this niche which the college professors 
and other worthies have given him in their Hal 
o? Fame. 
During most of his life Patrick was 


viewed with alarm by the best people, reirarded as 
a radical, a loafer, and demagogue. He tad no 
affinities with universities, .having gone to school 
only a few years, and he expressed his opinion of 
erudition by making it his-ir.otto to "study men. 


Jt 


Patrick was born poor and did no good In 


school. 
He .wore old and dirty clothes. 
He 


tried store-keeping twice, and farming once, 
tended bar in a tavern for a while, and mrtde a 
complete but undismayed failure in. all these ca- 
pacities 
He then,decided to 'become a lawyer 


and after six weeks of study went up for a bat- 
examination. 
He convinced the examiners that 


he knew nothing about law, but was a most un- 
usual fellow, and they generously gave him license 
to practice on the strength of his'promise' that he 
would learn a little about his .profession first. 


Patrick did hot spend any great amount of 


time in court, just as ,he hai spent little time in 
the stores and saloons he was supposed to be 
conducting. Patrick spent most of his time in 
the woods hunting and fishing. 
That was, his 


passion. He would go for weeks at a time, carry- 
ing his provisions on his back, roaming wherever 
he pleased, "covering all His dirtiness with a 
leather shirt." .as the finicky Jefferson 
relates. 


Even when he went to court he walked carry- 
ing his gun and hunting by the way. and often 
he confuted Judge and jury in dirty buckskin 
clothes. 
Later, when he became a. continental 


figure he' saw fit to dress the part, covered his 
bald head with a wig, wore a black su t a wh te 
necktie, and a cloak of red velvet.

It you can.)'. But he was always ready to throw 
of£ these trappings, pick up a rifle and .take to 
the woods where he felt more comfortable. 


When he shouted*for'liberty or death, Patrick 


Henry .vas voicing the spirit ot. the wild'-a spiri 
born of the. vast uncovered country that lay 
behind the fringe o'E colonies, a spirit that he 
hart discovered in forests and mountains; not in 
books. He was voicing the spirit of the trapped 
cox that mangles itself to escape, and ^of the 
eajrte that starves itself to death in its cage. He
